I. Claims 1-29, drawn to a material (ceramic) and method of making it, classified in 
class 501, subclass 127. 

II. Claims 30-58, drawn to abrasive particles and method of making them, classified 
in class 51, subclass 309. The abrasive article claims and the method of using the 
particles are included in this group since they are all related. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I and II are related as mutually exclusive species in an intermediate-final 
product relationship. Distinctness is proven for claims in this relationship if the intermediate 
product is useful to make other than the final product (MPEP § 806.04(b), 3rd paragraph), and 
the species are patentably distinct (MPEP § 806.04(h)). In the instant case, the intermediate 
product is deemed to be useful as a material to form a flower pot and not necessarily as an 
abrasive particle and the inventions are deemed patentably distinct since there is nothing on this 
record to show them to be obvious variants. In addition, the recitation of abrasive particle, as in 
group II, implies a size necessary for abrasive applicatioisbut the material, as recited in group I 
does not imply any size, thus the material of group I can include materials that one would not use 
as abrasive particles. Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably 
distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record showing the 
species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the case. In either 
instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions anticipated by the prior art, the evidence or 
admission may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention. 
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Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper.
